The market value of property in 
Adams County increased by $6,- 
314,500 during the last year to a 
total of $118,632,200, according to 
the State Tax Equalization Board. 
TV report of market values of 
I property in 1958. released by the 
i board this week to the county 
I superintendent of schools, shows 
that the market valuation of all 
property in the county has ad­ 
vanced by nearly $15,000,000 in 
the las! three years. The 1957 
estimate was $112,317,700 and the 
1956 estimate $103,673,300. 
According 
to the 
State Tax 
Equalization board, the assess­ 
ments in the county are coming 
ever closer to the goal of 25 per 
cent of actual value. The average 
for the county last year was 23.6, 
compared with 22.9 in the prior 
year and 23.4 in 1956. 
New Oxford Near M a rk 
The state report shows the per­ 
centage of assessed valuation to 
market 
value 
is 
fairly 
even 
throughout the county, ranging 
from 21.5 in Germany Twp. to 
26 6 in Union Twp., a spread of 
5.1 per cent. 
The district closest to the coun­ 
ty’s goal of assessment at 25 per 
cent of actual values is New Ox­ 
ford, where the percentage is 24.6 
only four-tenths of a per cent off 
“perfect” level. 
The assessed valuation of the 
county in 
1958 was $28,061,149 
compared to market 
value (rf 
$118,632,200. The state bases its 
market values on the sale of near­ 
by comparable properties plus 
new* properties. 
Each 
sale 
Is 
weighed against values of other 
properties to 
give 
an 
overall 
“actual value” to properties. 
Part of the increase in actual 
value is based on the construction 
of new homes and buildings in 
the county and part is based on 
“inflation”—the slight steady in­ 
crease in prices obtained at many 
sales.

er today, Harvey Shaffer, dairy 
specialist 
f r o m 
Pennsylvania 
State University, told a group of 
about IOO farmers at a twilight 
meeting Tuesday evening at the 
farm of Thomas Murren, Hanover 
R. 4. Tile meeting was sponsored 
by the Southeastern Pennsylvania 
Artificial Breeding Co-operative.

Shaffer said one of every IO 
animals leaving dairy herds in j 
Pennsylvania leaves because of 
mastitis. Average cost per cow 
has been calculated at $19. Shaf­ 
fer pointed out. based on losses, 
veterinary fees and cost of anti­ 
biotics. 
“The best 
means of preven­ 
tion,” he added, “is good manage- j 
ment.” He recommended suffi­ 
cient feeding, good milking pro- j 
I cedure, cow comfort with stalls 
long and wide enough, good and I 
sufficient dry bedding and selec­ 
tion of animals with better type 
udders. 
High Producers 
The higher a cow s production, 


I the more careful the farmer must I - 
lie, Shaffer said. High producers i 
I are more subject to injury haz- i 
ards. 
The outlook for the dairy farm­ 
er was described by John Naugle, 
assistant county farm agent, as 
“bright.” The good dairyman will 
be in business for a long time, I 
he predicted, but the “cow keep-1

NEW YORK (AP)—W. AvereU 
Harriman 
describes his 
recent 
talks with Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev as “terrifying, shock­ 
ing, worse than Stalin.” 
His account is carried in the 
current Issue of Life magazine. 
The quotation, according to Life, 
was contained in Harriman's re­ 
port to Washington. 
Harriman is a former New York 
governor and a former ambassa­ 
dor to Moscow. 
In his signed article in the 
magazine. Harriman says Khrush­ 
chev told him. 
in “blunt and 
brutal language” that: 
'W ill Burn T a n k s" 
“Your generals to iW of main­ 
taining your position in Berlin 
with force That is bluff. If you) 
send in tanks, they will burn, and 
make no mistake about it. If you 
want war, you can have it, but 
remember it will be your war. 
Our rockets will fly automat mai­ 


lman told Washington that Khrush­ 
chev said the Soviet Union has 
shipped numerous rockets to Red 
China. These have been planted 
behind the coastline, according to 
the report, but have the range to 
blast the Nationalist fortress ol 
Formosa. 
If Red China decides to try to 
take Formosa, it can count on 
Soviet help, including direct mili­ 
tary intervention — even rf it 
means war—according to this re­ 
port. Khrushchev also was said to 
have 
added 
that 
Communist 
strength is sufficient to destroy 
the U.S. 7th Fleet, now patrolling 
the Formosa Strait area. 
Harriman said Sov iet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko will be 
jiL>t a-- stubborn and inflexible 
when the Geneva talks resume 
July 13 as he was before the talks 
adjourned.
